Fur some time past a~contesi has been
gong 0 throegh the columps of the

*ortland Daily Telesram and Daily Bee in
he bitter-st animus, The principal par-
tes ennesrned in the melsnclioly affair
were J K, Mereer, of the Bee, and A. C.
MacDonajd, of the Telegram. This news*
paver controversry ewnlminated in  the
death of A. C. MacDonald by a pistol shot
fited by J, K. Mercor, Inst Friday. The
circomstancss are culled from the testimo-
by iaken befors Julge Adams, Portland
Police Judge. The difficulty oceurred on
the corner of First and Stark streets, in the
city of Portland, on the safternoon of the
19th. Mercer wus s'anding in the door-
way ol the coraer store when MacDonald
came ulong and asked Mercer if he was
responsile for what sppeared in the Bes,
and the latter said he supposed he was
MacDonald then epoke of the artic'e that
referred to bis wife and family and asked
Murcer to retract, He refused.  Considera-
ble conversation of this nature ensoed be
fore any serivus tronble commenced. The
two then closed and begao scuffling on
the sidv-walk, Mercer endeavoring to use
his pistol. Mercer fired several shots
at MacDonald, two taking effect. Mac-
Donald slso fired oo Merzer. MacDonald
wae taken to Lis residence where he died
during the latter part of the pight, Tbe
vurdict of the coroners jury was that the
killing of MacDonald was murder.

One bad feature about the matter is that
the bitter fvelings engendrred in the strife
have nut been wiped out with human, but
continue a8 venamous as ever in the two
papers, Let the matter rest in the hande
